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Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Report  on  the 
district  for  the  year  1971  • 

Lymm  continues  to  attract  people  to  live  here  who  are 
working  in  adjoining  towns  and  because  of  this,  the  demand  for 
housing  has  increased  with  the  resultant  rise  in  house  values. 
One  satisfactory  result  is  that  the  older  type  houses  are 
being  acquired  and  being  brought  up  to  a  high  standard,  in 
many  instances  with  assistance  of  the  1  grant  aid*  schemes. 


The  nature  of  the  district  also  keeps  the  social  and 
medical  problems  belov/  what  one  would  normally  expect  in  an 
Urban  area  of  the  size  of  population  of  Lymm. 


Reference  to  the  Report  will  see  once  more  there  have 
been  no  unusual  occurrences  and  statistics  bear  good  comparison 
with  the  national  average. 


The  section  relative  to  environmental  matters  rather 
than  health  matters  has  been  compiled  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  I  would  like  to  thank  him  and  his  staff  for  their 
co-operation  during  the  year. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and 
Committee  Members  of  the  Health  and  Slum  Clearance  Committee  for 
the  manner  in  which  they  have  concerned  themselves  with  the 
general  welfare  of  the  district.
